Punishes Boycott’s Instigator. 

“The third case was the Phelan case, It 
grew out of the attempt of the American Rall- 
way ‘union and Eugene Debs to Starve the 
country by stopping all the railroads and 
thus compel the Pullman company to pay 
higher wages to tts ¢mployée. Neither the 
Starving country nor the railroads has ¢on- 
trol over Mr. Pullman. Some railroads had 
contracts with him for carrying his. cars. 
They were not justified in breaking those 
eontracts. 

“In other words, the action against the 
railroad companies by Debs and by his lleu- 
tenant. Phelan, was a secondary boycott. At 
this time the Cincinnati Southern railroad 
was being operated by a receiver under my 
orders as United States Circuit judge.

Injunction Works: Both Ways. 


“There Was one more injunction suit to 
which I have made reference, but In which 
the operation of the injunction was not 
against laboring peuple, but against a com- 
bination of iron pipe manufacturers, who, re- 
giding in some eleven states, divided up the 
territory and by their agreements maintained 
the prices of iron pipe at an exorbitant figure, 
monopolizing the whole profuection within 
those states, and divided the! profite of this 
arrangement between the members of the 
gombination. 

“A suit wae brought in the Cirenit court 
and an application made by the United States 
for an injunction to enjoin the comsbinatipna 
from proceeding and to break It up. The cir- 
cuit judge held that there was no power to

iasue such an injunction and no jurisdiction In 
the caurt to grant such a remedcy. 

*T gat in the Court of Appeals to entertain 
ah appeal by the government from the deci- 
sion. of the Ctreult) court and rendered the 
opinioh of the Circuit Court of Appeals. We 
there Gecided that an injunction would issue; 
the injunction did issue, and the combihetion 
was broken up. 

‘' The casé Was subsequently carried to the 
Supreme court of the United States and the 
judgment was affirmed. I merely instance 
this té show that the injunction works both 
Ways, and thet it ie useful both in keeping 
lawless laboring mé@n and lawless capitalists 
within the law. 


Taft Simply Fulfills Duty. 

“Mr. Bryan says I am the father of in. 
junctions in ipdustrial causes. This is not 
true. |The use of the injunction was in ac- 
cordance with precédent in a number of cases 
which I cited, both In the Arthur case and in 
the Phelan case. I am not apologizing for 
what I did in these Gases, for they were fh ac- 
cordance with my @uty as a judge. 

“Another point which I distinctly desided 
in these cases wae that no temporary re- 
straining order or injunction could issve to 
prevent a man's leaving the employ of a rail- 
way and therefore that no injunction could 
igsue to restrain men from acting in concert 
and going on strike. 

“Objection is made to the use of the 
injunction im sueh disputes. All I have to say 
on that point is that precedent justifies it, 
and thet the mam whose business is injured by 
Unlawiul action of former employés frequent- 
ly hag no other remiedy which is at al) ade- 
quate. wo 

* The owner of a business, whether railroad 
business or any other, is entitled to be pro- 
tected |in his pursuit of it, and to immunity 
from unlawful injury to it. To take away 
from him the remedy by injunction which 
has always. been his, merely because It some- 
times leads to the punishment of those|who 
violate the injunctién without trial by jury 
ie to introduce into the law clase legislation 
in favor of employés and laboring men, and 
ip to take them out of the ordinary Operation 
of the) civil remedies because they are labor- 
ers. Tsay that that kind of class legislation 
le pergicious. 


Quick Hearing Guaranteed. 

“ ObjectiGh is made to the issuing of in- 
Junctions without notice’ There 18 oppot- 
tunity) for abuse in such a practice, though 
there &re cases whete no other remedy seeme 
adequate. I have béen willing, nevertheless, 
to adapt a rule by which notice shall be re- 
quired before the issuing of any injunct'on, 
temporary or otherwise. The republican com 
vention, however, thought it wiser that the 
best present practice should Se embodied in 
a statute in order to bring the matfér to the 
sitention of the cotirt, and that in that way 
future abuses could be avoided. I hope and 
believe that this ie true. 

“ Under the republican piatrorm a statute 
O4n péess, arid ought to pass, which shall! not 
allow j@ temporary restraining order to issue 
and have effect for more than forty-eight 
hours, unless a hearing can be had during 
that forty-eight hours extending the ofera- 
tion of the injunction. 

“The democratic platform does not give 
any remedy with respect to notice. It merely 
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resolves that injunctions ought not to be 
issued, In industrial disputes where they 
wotild not issue in other disputes. This is 
4ither meaninghkse or deceitful. .

Regards Laborers as Friends. 


‘It has beer! sought to give the impreesion 
that this record of mine as_a judge shows 
that IT am unfriendly to labor. Nothing 
could be farther from the fact. As the ex- 
ecutive in charge of the work on the Pan- 
ama canal I have had under me for four 
years upwards of 30,000 laborers. It has 
given me pleasure to devote a great deal of 
my time to the consideration of the welfare 
as well ae of the pay of the men*employed 
under the government in that great enter- 

rige. 

4 ‘“ When I bad charge of the matterl spared 
no effort to see to it that the complaints of 
the men were thoroughly investigated and, 
where they were well founded, that the 
ground of the complaint should be removed. 


Regulation, Not Persecution. 


“We aré interested in that legisiation 
againet the railroad should be just and only 
properly restrictive. We are interested that 
there should not be unjust and drastic legis- 
lation preventing their earning proper in- 
come. We are all interested, of course, that 
they should charge only proper rates, but we 
are also interested that they should not be 
made to do business on lees than just rates. 

“T have noticed with a great deal of inter- 
est that the railroad laboring men are be- 
ginnidg to realize that the prosperity of the 
rail1ioadse is as much in their interest as it is 
in the interest of the stockholders and the 
officers of the road, and thet they propose 
hereafter to be heard upon the political issue 
as to the character of the legisiation that 
shal. be passed with reference to the reguia- 
tion of railroads. 

“The whole country is dependent upon the 
prosperity of the railroads. The truth is, 
that. the railroads are the greatest single 
market that we have for manufactured prod- 
ucts. We are all interested, therefore, that 
the credit of the railroads should be such as 
to enable them to borrow the money with 
which to catry on constructive work. 

‘Ig it not apparent to you, therefore, that 
the election of Mr. Bryan to the powerful 
office of president, with his unstable financial 
theories and his unvertain economic propo- 
sitions, will convince every one having cap- 
ital to invest thet the business future of the 
country is uncertain and that it is safer to 
withhold their money? 

“T submit to those most interested, to this 
intelligent audience, that this fe the issue of 
the full dinner pail that ought to make them 
for a third time reject Mr. Bryan's claim to 
be clected to the presidency as a helpful 
friend of the working man."

COLD STORAGE FISH. 

Health department officials found in 
a cold storage warehouse some fresh fish 
which were put there a yeas ago last 
April. They intend to put them through 
a bacteriological test to| see if they are 
fit to eat. Hyven if the verdict should be 
a favorable one it woul? not: prove that 
the fish would be eatable if they had 
been sold to some retail marketman, had 
been lying about in his ‘place for a day 
or more, exposed to the air, with only 
a few bits of ice te cover their naked- 
ness. Suppose, in addition to that, they 
had been carried around for an hour or 
more in'a market wagon on a hot day 
and had been left for awhile in the warm | 
kitchen of a flat. Much food is spoiled 
between the cold storag¢ warehouse and 
the dinner table. | 

Whatever the verdict of the health de. 
partment officials may be, it*is certain 
that fish which has been frozen seven- 
teen months is not so palatable and hard- 
ly can be so nutritious 4s if eaten when 
first caught. The lack jof flavor which 
one often notices when eating any except 
the coarser kinds of fish is & sure sign 
of cold storage. There | are many who 
do not mind that. The Eequimaux, who 
invented the cold storage of fish long 
before it was thought of in Chicago, do 
not. Neither do those who salt and, pep 
per their food madly. 

Not only does frozen fi¢h lose its flavor 
but it spoils much more quickly after 
being taken out of cok] | storage than it 
would when taken out! of the (fishing 
smack. The longer it is| kept frozen the 
greater the rapidity with which it goes 
to the bad. So there shoyjd be a reason- 
able limitation of the length of time that 
fish ean be held before putting them on 
the market. If the bactefiological sharpe 
cannot determine the. time, they dp not 
understand their business: 

The lovers of fresh fish owe something 
to erator -ang cold storage, 
But for them ellers in the interior 
would not have any, conception of the 
taste and the bones of a shad. The cold 
storage system does away with alternate 
periods of feast and famine in the matter : 
of fish as well‘as poultry, and seryes to 
regulate prices. It conferd manifest, berle- 
fits. But when it takes whitefish out 
of Lake Michigan a short distance from 
Chicago and holds that ‘fish in reserve 
nearly a year aud a half, it is overdoing 
the business. 

There is a prevalent {mpression thet 
altogether too little really fresh fish is 
offered for gale in this market; that most 
of what the consumer gets has done time 
in cold storage and has been liberated to 
make room for some newly Prent figh. 
If that be the system it jis 2 bad one, 
It means that the housekeepers are all 
the time getting fish of poor flavor Which 
are likely to spoil it net handled | with 
the extremest care.
